posed by Mrs. Philip Snowden of Eng- 
land, and was seconded by Miss Jean- 
netto Rankin. formerly member of the 
United States congress from Montana. 
It was approved unanimously by the 
women's conference at which 15 conn- 
trios are represented. 
America had 25 


delegates and Great Britain 23. 


The resolution "which has been sent 


to the peace conference follows: 


"This 
international 
congress 
of 


women expresses deep regret that the 
terms of peace proposed at Versailles 
should so seriously violate the princi- 
ples upon which alone a just and last- 
ing peace can be secured, and which 
thn democrats of the world had come 
to expect. By guaranteeing the fruits 
of secret treaties to the contiuerors, 
the terms of peace have tacitly sanc- 
tioned secret diplomacy, 
denied 
the 


principle of self-determination, recog- 
nized the rights of the victors to the 
spoils and created all over Europe dis- 
cords and animosities which can only 
lend to future wars.

The congregation at the abbey 


eluded high officials of the Govern 
ment, representatives of foreign coun 
tries and men prominent in many walk 
of life. King George was represent' 
by . the .Earl of Athlone. brother o 
Queen Mary.' The service was con 
ducted by the dean of. Westminster 
No address was delivered. The open 
ing sentences of the burial servic 
were sung by the choir, which then 
eang: the 23d psalm and a short lesson 
from the revelations of St. John. The: 
came Sullivan's anthem: "Yea, Though 
I -Walk Through the Valley of 
the 


Shadow of Death," and "I Heard a 
Voice from Heaven.". 


The Litany, the Lord's Prayer anc 


tv.-o collects were then repeated, fol 
lowed by the hymn "Abide !th We.' 
The benediction was then pronounced 
and the last post and reveille were 
sounded. 


The service which hecran at noon 


lasted half an hour. 
The procession 


left the abbey to the- strains of Cho 
pin's funeral inarch and proceeded to 
the station, -where tho coffin of plain 
.oak was placed on a train for Nor 
wich. 


On the coffin was tho simple in- 


scription: 
"Edith Cavell. Born Dec 


4. 1S65. Died Oct. 12, 1015." 
Body Laid nt Best 


At Norwich the coffin was placed on 


a gun carriage and taken to Norwich 
cathedral. 
The service1 was' officiallj 


designated "For the funeral of Editl 
•Cavell,.a nurse who gave.her life for 
Ic-r. countrymen." As the coffin was 
taken into the cathedral, the hymn 
"Now the Laborer's Task is O'er" was 
followed by the reading- of the les- 
son: I, Peter, 11.19, by Canon Dechai 
Then came the anthem: "I Know That 
My Redeemer Livcth" and Chopin's fu- 
neral march. While the hymn, "A Brief 
Life Is Here Our Portion" was being 
sung-, the procession formed for the 
inarch to tho grave. There tho latter 
portion 6£ tho burial service was con- 
ducted by the bishop, and the hymn 
"Abide With Me," which Miss Cavell 
repeated shortly before her execution 
by the Germans, was sung. The bene- 
diction was then pronounced and the 
rjugle sounded the last post. 


The party which accompanied 
the 


body from Brussels to Norwich includ- 
ed eight members of Miss Gavell's fam- 
ily and prominent British and Belsian 
officials.

PARIS. Wednesday. May ' H.—The 


resolution of the Women's Interna- 
tional conference for permanent peace 
at Zurich critizine tho terms of ihe 
treaty presented 
Germany was pro- 


posed by Mrs. Philip Snowdcn of Eng- 
land, and was seconded by Miss Jean- 
nette Rankin, formerly member of the 
United States congress from Montana. 
It was approved unanimously by ihe 
•vvoriien's conference at which IB coun- 
tries are represented. America had 25 
delegates and Great Britain i3. 


The resolution which has been sent 


to the peace conference follows: 


"This 
international 
congress 
of 


women expresses deep regret that the 
terms of peace proposed at Versailles 
should so seriously violate the princi- 
ples upon which alone a just and last- 
Inp peace can be secured, and which 
the democrats of the world had come 
to expect. 
By guaranteeing the fruits 


of secret treaties to the conquerors 
the terms of peace have tacitly sanc- 
tioned secret diplomacy, 
denied 
the 


principle of self-determination, recog- 
nized the rights of the victors to tin 
spoils and created all over Kurope dis 
cords and animosities which cnn only 
lead to future wars. 


"By demanding disarmament 
fron 


one set of belligerents only tho prin 
ciplo ot justice is violated and th. 
rule of force is continued. 
By th 


financial and economic proposals 100. 
000.000 people of this generation in th 
heart of Europe arc condemned to pov 
erty. disease and despair, which mus 
result in the spread of hatred and an 
archy within each nation."
